That youth, given opportunity, will make the 
most of it, is demonstrated in the report of the 
educational director of the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps, made in an article in Occupations, 
a vocational guidance magazine. The same re- 
port indicates private employers are recogniz- 
ing more and more the value of CCC-trained 
youths in the business world. 


Designed to take idle youths from the streets 
and from unhealthy loafing places, the Civilian 
Conservation Corps has proved one of the best 
investments of the United States in recent 
years. Organized quickly, the first contingents 
virtually carved out of the forests their own 
quarters. Forméd along military lines, but with- 
out military discipline in the strict sense, and 
with no military training as such, the boys soon 
turned to the work for which the corps is now 
famous; that of forest improvement, of land 
preservation, of wild life conservation. 


Once enlisted, youths could not remain en- 
rolled in the CCC permanently, making neces- 
sary a program which did more than take the 
boys, work them in the forests and then turn 
them back to the streets no better equipped to 
face life than when they entered the corps. 
This resulted in the organization of an educa- 
tional and vocational system, the results of 
which become evident when the educational di- 
rector, Howard W. Oxley, reports that more 
than one-third of those leaving the service to 
take private work in 1937—some 90,000—were 
placed through the CCC program. Others used 
their knowledge gained in the camps to secure 
employment through their own efforts. 


It is not strange that this has proved true. 
The CCC youth is, generally speaking, better 
equipped to enter business and the trades than 
others who have not had the advantages af- 
forded through the corps. The quasi-military 
discipline teachés a lesson sometimes never 
learned in private industry—the men who nev-

AMERICA’S DEFENSIVE STRENGTH 

Geographically and economically, the United 
States is, beyond dispute, the strongest nation 
defensively in the world. Behind its armed 
forces the country commands, within its bor- 
ders, a combination of economic factors not 
even remotely approached by any other coun- 
try. Nearest rivals in defense are probably 
Russia and Great Britain. But the former is 
held together by the uncertain arm of the dic- 
tator, while the latter is entirely dependent 
upon sea power for maintaining its position. 

Although the development of aircraft has, 
in the opinion of many observers, lessened the 
nation’s natural defensive position, this may 
be discounted almost entirely with improve- 
ment and enlargement of the nation’s flying 
arm. It would be no simple feat to success- 
fully bomb American coast cities from Europe 
or Asia, as long as the United States maintains 
naval and air strength on a parity with other 
countries. The chance of conflict with any 
other American nation is too remote except 
for technical consideration. 

It is the nation’s potential strength which 
so far overshadows other countries. It’s fi- 
nancial position as to gold; it’s natural re- 
sources in raw materials and food-stuffs; it’s 
highly specialized industrial ‘structure, easily 
expandable; it’s power resources; it’s recognized 
efficiency in workmanship in industries impor- 
tant to defense; it’s magnificent transportation 
system, embracing a tremendous network of 
rail lines and hard-surface motor highways, all 
tend to make this country impregnable to any 
combination of nations which could, by utmost 
stretching of the imagination, unite against it. 

A need, however, unquestionably exists for 
building up reserve supplies of materials which 
have to be imported. Rubber, nickel, tin and 
a few other essentials are lacking. Plans should 
be formulated to remedy this deficiency in case 
the world gets into another brawl. The nation 
would then be prepared for any contingency. 


HABIT TOO STRONG 

Two University of Chicago psychologists are 
trying to find out if man can forget the normal 
cycles of life. Deep in Kentucky’s famous 
Mammoth Cave, they are living a 28-hour day 
instead of the normal 24. They are 119 feet 
below the surface of the earth. There is no 
sunrise or sunset to disturb them. There are 
no alternates of warmth of sunshine and cool 
evening. The cave temperature remains con- 
stant at 54 degrees. 

They have no radio. Their only visitor is a 
guide who brings food, water and newspapers. 
Everything has been done to make them forget 
habits of the 24-hour cycle that has hitherto 
ruled their lives. 

Yet they find themselves still unconsciously 
guided by the normal 24-hour day. When it 
is daytime above ground, they feel more wake- 
ful; sleepier, when night has fallen over the 
earth. | 

Much has been written about the power of 
habit. The psychologists’ experiment thus far 
seems to indicate that man is eternally in the 
vise of habit, both consciously and uncon- 
sciously.

SAN FRANCISCO, June i5.— 


abdominal infection, can be pre- 
vented, it was reported to the 
American Medical Association to- 
day. 


The treatment is a new prin- 
ciple—the use of bacteria as bait. 
Germs are planted at the point 
where peritonitis is likely to start 
after an operation. Their presence 
attracts a rush of phagocytes, the 
“white tadpoles,” which are the 
body’s natural defenses because 
they eat bacteria. 

The phagocytes are trapped fot 
some time at this location, and 
prevent peritonitis infection from 
getting a start. The first 2,000 hu- 
man cases on which this unique 
treatment was used were de- 
scribed in the scientific exhibit by 
Bernhard Steinberg, M. D., of the 
Toledo hospital, Toiedo, Ohio 
There were two deaths, he said 
and the cause of these was ques- 
tionable. 

In peritonitis, he explained 
germs which multiply at the site, 
of the wound to cause the disease 
produce toxins, These poisons are 
ultimately carriee to the heart 
and if in large quantities thei 
presence there causes death. | 

By a sort of poetic justice, Dr 
Steinberg us@s as bait the same 
germs that cause peritonitis. He 
first kills these germs with for- 
maldehyde.

Please believe that I am grate- 
ful for what we get but perplex- 
ed about the problems that relief 
has brought us.

Answer: My dear woman, your 
problem is easy to comprehend, 
but hard to solve. Being so close 
up on it, no doubt some facts have 
escaped you, facts which if faced 
may be helpful. First: a man who 
can't support his family (what- 
ever the reasons) suffers from a 
sense of failure and inadequacy. 
His pride is wounded. (And, oh, 
there are so many men with 
wounded pride these days!) He's 
on the defensive. He's touchy and 
ready for a scrap with his wife on 
any score. 


Second: a man out of work 
has time on his hands which he 
doesn’t know how to employ. 
Sitting around the house all day 
he's constantly stung by the re- 
minder tha‘ he isn’t the head of 
his home; that his family is 
shortchanged. Of course he 
should pile in and help with the 
household chores but maybe he 
holds off because he feels this 
is a further compromise with 
his manhood which he can't af- 
ford.

Marie and Hartley have had 
They've been driving all over the 
countryside looking at fences and 
considering all the fancy varieties, 
but they ended up getting a plain 
picket fence because that seemed 
better suited to their simple little 
white colonial house. 
Split Rails. 

But we were interested in all the 
various kinds of fences they found 
—in fact Marie took us on a tour 
In 
many ways the most charming 
in their natural weathered state. 
With vines and shrubbery tangling 
around and under them, 
were attractive for English or pro- 
vincial houses of stone, stucco or 
stained brown timber. There was 
one very nice fence made of nat- 
ural saplings (around two inches 
in diameter) and set in interesting 
criss-cross patterns—also appro- 
priate for a natural stone or a 
stained wood house. 

Our idea of real luxury is a high 
wall all around the place. Even a 
50-foot lot seems big and usable if 
it’s enclosed, because it brings 


over me. and I feel as though || privacy to every inch of space and 


makes it almost like an extra 
room. The least expensive high 
wall is a woven wood fence, made 
out of little saplings woven to- 
gether vertically with wire. This 
is an idea borrowed from rural 
France, and a good one. A fence 
like this is apt to look a trifle bare 
if you don’t have a few evergreens 
on the outside or vines trailing 
over it. 
Looks Like a Million. 

Probably the next best high wall 
is one made out of cheap brick, 
then whitewashed—it looks like a 
million dollars. Or a stucco wall 
isn't too expensive and can be 
whitewashed to look very hand- 
some. Of course a stone wall is 
the last word but that costs a bit 
of money. 

Picket fences remain the darl- 
ings of the American scene, and 
for the very good reason that they 
fit most of our houses better than 
anything else. They come in plain 
or fancy varieties. We generally 
prefer them pin plain with 
maybe semethifig special for n:sts 
and gates. But watch «ut alout 
fandangle variations. 
to be on the safe side, follow the 
forthright modeis at Williamsburg. 
The Williamsburg settiers had a 
nice flair for fences. 

Impregnable. 

Wire and iron fences shouldnt 
be overlooked even if you can see 
through them. They're grand for 
enclosing a place staunchly with- 
out really cutting off the view en- 
tirely. And with shrubs and vines 
planted judiciously, they look very 
fine. In fact, nothing looks quite 
so well fed and affluent to us as 
a really good metal fence guard- 
ing a well kept lawn. 

Gates depend on persona! needs. 
If there are smal! children on the 
place, we believe in a gate that 
can be closed with a tight bang. 
Otherwise, they're mainly for pri- 
vacy and looks. Either way, they 
should do you proud because they 
have the burden of “first impres- 
sions.”

He was in Crisp county from 
September 1, 1914, to November 
15, 1917, and then served seven 
months as special agent at Val- 
dosta in Lowndes county. 

His first assignment as district 
agent took him to Carrollton, and, 
after a year, he was transferred to 
the southwest district with head- 
quarters first in Macon, then in 
Tifton. In 1935, he was transfer- 
red to Athens. 

Johnson, a native of Thomas 
county, attended the old State 
Normal school in Athens from 
1907 to 1910, and later was gradu- 
ated from the State College of 
Agriculture in 1914. 

Johnson received many letters, 
phone calls and telegrams today, 
congratulating him on the occa- 
sion of his anniversary, and Wal- 
ter Brown, extension director, said 


he has rendered a valuable service 
to Georgia extension work and 
consequently to the farmers of the 
state.” 

Johnson, nicknamed “Jack” by 
his friends, said he hoped “the 
next 20 years will be just as pleas- 
ant” as the first 20.

An idea as to how young Mister 
Charlie was playing may be had 
from the fact that Pennink won 
only one hole, the seventh, on the 
outgoing round, and that was be- 
cause Yates knocked his ball into 
the cup in trying to negotiate a 
stymie. Credit the fine young At- 
lanta player with an assist on that 
one. 

Yates played 16 holes in two 
under 4’s in his morning match 
and had he played out the other 
two holes in even par he would 
have had a 69 for the 18. 

Henry Cotton, the British cham- 
pion, and considered by many to be 
one of the finest golfers in the 
world, was looking on.
